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Health Picture Improves 

Despite the vast strides that have been made by 
medical science in recent years, there are still many 
health problems to be overcome in Canada. The Cana¬ 
dian Pharmaceutical Association, quoting the Health 
league of Canada, notes that “Cardio - vascular 
diseases constitute the most serious threat to the 
health of Canadians today. Cancer is the second larg¬ 
est killer, after heart disease, and arthritis is one of 
the three leading causes of physical disability. Dia¬ 
betes ranks fifth as a cause of death in Canada.” 

Many communicable diseases which were once ram¬ 
pant in many parts of Canada have now been virtu- 
aly eliminated or brought under control. Canada is 
fortunate in that it has no diseases which are endemic 
to the country as a whole, nor do we have the epide¬ 
mics that were once so prevalent. The Canada Year 
Book, reporting on certain notifiable diseases, said, 
“It will be noted that, for the first time, no informa¬ 
tion is carried on such diseases as chickenpox, 
mumps, measles and German measles. The incidence 
of these diseases is not now reportable since they no 
longer constitute a serious health problem in 
Canada.” 

However, warns The Canadian Pharmaceutical As¬ 
sociation, which represents professional pharmacy in 
Canada, this encouraging improvement in our health 
pictures does not permit complacency. The associa¬ 
tion is urging Canadians to follow this six-point pro¬ 
gram to ensure continued good health: Regular medi¬ 
cal and dental checkups; Follow a proper diet; Take 
regular exercise; Get adequate rest; Follow an im¬ 
munization program; Avoid undue mental stress. 

Medical science has new tools, new techniques 
and insights, new drugs that were undreamt of a 
generation ago. Many diseases which once were in¬ 
evitably considered fatal can now be controlled, en¬ 
abling their victims to lead relatively normal lives. 

“Good Health is Priceless” is an old cliche. 
Medical science can do much to return the ill to good 
health. But we can also do much to help ourselves 
and the suggested program by The Canadian Pharma¬ 
ceutical Association is a step in the right direction.

A SPECIAL INVITATION 


TO YOU 


The pheasant population in the 
Champion and Vulcan districts 
jumped by 200 cocks on Tuesday, 
September 24. These were part of 
550 surplus birds at the Provincial 
Game Hatchery at Brooks, which 
were released, 100 to Vulcan and 
100 in the Champion area. 

Superintendent Jerry Pelchat of 
the Game Hatchery and High 
River Game Officer Bert Freeman 
trucked the birds over late in the 
afternoon and they were released 
from their crates, disappearing 
quickly in every direction. The re¬ 
mainder of the 550 surplus birds 
have been sent to Taber, Chin and 
Medicine Hat. 

Mr. Pelchat explained these 
pheasants are sent out strictly as 
a bonus for hunters. They are 
banded though and the only record 
the hatchery would like is the 
date they were shot, location and 
band number. The band may be 
kept by the hunter. This inform¬ 
ation should be turned in to 
Frank Jepps, secretary of Vulcan 
and District Fish and Game As¬ 
sociation, and it will be relayed to 
the Hatchery. 

About 4,500 birds have been dis¬ 
tributed this year in the ratio of 
one hen to one cock, in addition 


to these extra 550. Most have 
gone into the central part of the 
province and in the past, efforts 
have .been made to stock northern 
areas of the province but with 
little success, because of severe 
winters. The superintendent esti¬ 
mated over 100,000 pheasants have 
been raised at the Brooks Hat¬ 
chery since its opening in 1945. 

These birds are 12 weeks old, 
are well colored and have no 
trouble fending for themselves out 
of captivity. If released in an al¬ 
ready heavy populated area they 
may be driven out be native 
pheasants and there may be a 
normal loss to predators, but 
generally, hunters can count on 
100 extra birds this year, but not 
all in one spot. Previous experi¬ 
ence indicates released birds may 
travel up to 14 miles in a matter 
of days. 

Estimates of pheasant population 
in various parts of the County 
range from an increase on 15 to 
25 per cent this year, with a jump 
also recorded in partridge, so it 
looks like a promising season for 
upland birds, starting this Friday, 
October 4. 

Many young birds have been 
seen this year and are still hard 


to distinguish. Mr. Pelchat des¬ 
cribes this not as a second hatch 
but as the result of re-nesting by 
the hen pheasant. Mr. Pelchat said 
pheasants rarely produce two hat¬ 
ches but that if a nest was de¬ 
stroyed they would rebuild and 
begin again. 

At the Brooks Hatchery 600 
hens and 75 cocks are retained for 
the next season, with the breeding 
ratio being one cock to nine or 
ten hens.
